The announcement that former Senator 
Pomerene. of Ohio, is a candidate for election 
to the Senate has attracted wide attention and 
has caused politicians in both major parties to 
the effect of Mr. 
reentry into public office. The 
Ohio is such as to make it quite 
possible that Mr. Pomerene may wrest the sen- 
atorship from Frank B. Willis next November, 
and this achievement would quickly bring Mr. 
Pomerene’s qualifications for the Presidency to 
the notice ef Democrats throughout the nation. 

During his service in the Senate Mr. Pomer- 
ene came to the front as one of the ablest leg- 
side. He served 
during the war, in troublous times. It was re- 
marked that he was habitually and naturally 
constructive. He kept in mind the exigencies 
of the situation and sought to bring his col- 
leagues, without regard lines, into 
harmony on questions affecting the welfare of 
the United States. He was a Democrat always, 
but no less an American, and he found no dif- 
ficulty in being both, because in his judgment 
the principles of his party and the demands of 
patriotism were identical. His personal charm 
and courtesy won friends for him in the Senate 
chamber. and although he was a participant in 
strenuous controversies he held the respect and 
esteem of all his colleagues.

During the campaign of 1924 Mr. Pomerene 
was engaged in important litigation as special 
counsel of the United States, his pre-eminent 
legal ability having commended him to Presi- 
dent Coolidge. He took no part in the heart- 
breaking struggle in Madison Square Garden 
and was not involved in the quarrels which 
temporarily disrupted the Democratic party.

Announcement is made that Joseph E. 
Widener, American sportsman and successor 
of the late August Belmont as chairman of the 
Jockey club, will make an effort to arrange 
for an international horse race in this coun- 
try, presumably at Belmont park, next fall. 
Mr. Widener before departing for England said 
that he would propose special match race 
between the best 38-year-old of the British 
turf and America’s greatest, to decide the 
championship of the world. He also suggested 
that he would try to have France send her 
best racer to America and make it a three- 
cornered contest. 

Itis proposed to hang up a purse of $100,000, 
and turfmen believe that the offer of so rich a 
purse will induce the owner of the best of 
England’s horses to send it across the water;

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PULLMAN SURCHARGES. 

The Senate committee on interstate com- 
merce has reported out a bill abolishing the 
Pullman surcharge. This will please the travy- 
eling public if it becomes a law. 

The report of the committee states that this 
practice grew out of the war and war condi- 
tions as a method of raising revenue. It is re- 
cited that the railroads now, particularly class 
one, are earning good net profits and do not 
need the money. Class one railroads are the 
ones receiving the great bulk of this sur- 
charge, for they carry the bulk of the Pullman 
passengers. The report further states that ‘“‘it 
is wrong in principle and unsound economically 
for one group of railroads to place an exces- 
sive charge upon the Pullman passengers in 
order to bolster up incomes of such railroads 
from freight traffic.’’ 

This result will be accomplished by amend- 
ing the interstate commerce act so as to make 
it unlawful for railroads to charge for transpor- 
tation in a chair car or sleeping coach anything 
extra above the cost of a seat or accommoda- 
tion in a day coach. Reasonable charge may 
be made by companies owning the parlor or 
sleeping cars.

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PRIMARIES VS. CONVENTIONS. 


With the exception of seven States in which 
nominating conventions are held by law, and 
two others in which the party organizations 
have the option of choosing their candidates 
through either a direct primary or a conven- 
tion, the primary system prevails throughout 
the United States. 

The seven States which. still adhere to the 
method of nominating candidates for State and 
Federal offices by convention are Idaho, Con- 
necticut, Delaware, New Mexico, Rhode Island, 
Utah and New York. In the latter State, how- 
ever, all county and local officers, as well as 
members of the House of Representatives, are 
nominated in primaries. 

Georgia and Maryland are the two States in 
which the party organizations decide for them- 
selves the method of selecting candidates. 

In a republic parties are indispensable to the 
conduct of the government. From the founda- 
tion of the republic parties have existed, and 
in each election platforms have been formu- 
lated upon which parties have laid before the 
electorate the policies of government which 


each advocates and to which each is com-. 


mitted. : 

A political party is a combination of voters 
having substantially similar views. Parties 
appeal to the people for the privilege of con- 
ducting the government on the basis of the 
principles outlined in their platforms. With- 
out a convention of duly delegated representa- 
tives of a party no means is afforded by which 
the principles for which candidates standing 
for office can be presented to the voters.

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ADDITIONAL JUDGES. 


The House has agreed to a bill providing for | 


the appointment by the President of ten addi- 
tional district judges and one additional cir- 
cuit judge for the Second judicial circuit. 
the additional district judges three will be as- 
signed to New York State, one to Connecticut, 
one to Pennsylvania, one to Maryland, one to 
South Carolina, one to Michigan, one to South 
Dakota and one to California. The Second 
judicial circuit comprises’ the States of Con- 
necticut, New York and Vermont. 

The testimony before the House judiciary 
committee indicates that the business in these 
several Federal districts is congested and the 
rights of litigants jeopardized 
delay, 

Statistics offered show that on June 30, 1924, 
in New York State alone, there were pending 
6,026 civil cases in which the United States 
is a party; 10,582 criminal cases and 12,897 
cases in which the United States is not-a party. 

On June 30, 1925, the number of civil cases 
in which the United States is a party increased 
to 6,659; the number of criminal cases in- 
creased to 12,136 and the number of civil cases 
in which the United States is not a party 
totaled 10,654. Thus on June 30, 1925, more 
than 29,440 cases were pending before the dis- 
trict Federal courts in New York State alone. 
The docket is relatively congested in all the 
States where additional judges are requested. 

All who have had anything to do with litiga- 
tion realize how slow the progress of justice is, 
largely because much time is consumed in trials 
and too many important cases are put up to 
judges who are obliged to render opinions. 
Furthermore, citizens charged with crimes are 
too often kept in long confinement because of 
the accumulation of criminal cases. 

‘The law’s delay” is proverbial, but the de- 
lay is due more to overworked judges than to 
too little law. Judges are human and have a 
limit of physical endurance. The bill agreed 
to by the House will cost the Federal govern- 
ment annually perhaps something like $100.- 
000 additional, but it will save litigants, in- 
cluding the United States, probably many times 
that amount.

With crowds begging the door- 
keepers to let them in, Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, the British foreign 
secretary, today reversed his posi- 
tion in regard to publicity. He has

DONOVAN T0 SEEK 


TO AMEND BUDGET 
PROCEDURE IN YEAR 


Auditor Would Have Commis- 
sioners Change Local Ap- 
propriations Rules. 

DISTRICT MUST PAY 
AS IT GOES IN 1928 
Excess May Require Higher 
Tax Rate Than $1.70, 
Official Indicates. 


Maj. Daniel Donovan, District au- 
ditor, is expected to renew this 
year his effort to induce the com- 
missioners and Congress to amend 
budgetary procedure so far as local 
appropriations are concerned, to 
permit less elasticity with a view 
to reducing likelihood of annual de- 
| ficits. 

Suggestions that have been ad- 
vanced and will be renewed along 
this line, to make the budget con- 
trol more complete, include enact- 
ment of an amendment to the tax 
law to permit an annual, instead 
of a biennial review of property 
valuations for purposes of taxation 
limitation of supplemental appro 
priations to amounts estimated in 
the budget as likely to be neces- 
sary for that purpose and elimina 
tion of “immediately available’ 
provisions in appropriation acts, 
preventing expenditure of any par’ 
of regular appropriations until aft 
er the beginning of the fiscal year 
July 1] 


Make Budget Sufficient. 


One measure intended to make 
the. budget annually self sufficient 
has already been enacted. It is the 
moving up of semiannual tax co!- 
lections to March and September, 
instead of May and November, thus 
making tax collections available for 
expenditure two months earlier 
than heretofore and to that extent 
obviating the necessity for borrow- 
ing money. from the Federal g0\ 
ernment with which to pay bills. 

A year from now the District, its 
cash reserve fund of $3,000,009 
completed, will be required to pay 
as it goes, instead of obtaining cash 
advances from the national Treas 
ury. Maj. Donavan holds that in 
order to make sure of doing that 
the annual period of financial care 
just preceding the collection of the 
last half of the District taxes, will 
have to be eliminated. 

The District government is in 
the midst of that period now. The 
1926 budget contained an item of 
$500,000 estimated as necessary to 
cover supplemental appropriations. 
Congress has voted supplemental 
appropriations of $1,100,000, or 
$600,000 more than was estimated, 
In addition to that several millions 
of dollars in the 1927 budget were 
made “immediately available,’’ that 
is subject to expenditure prior te 
July 1, the beginning of the fiscal 
year covered by the budget. 


$1.70 May Not Be Enough. 


Maj. Donovan expects that the 
tax collections made ending May 31 
will prove to have been sufficient to 
cover these excesses over the bud- 
get. But it will be several days be 
fore Collector Chatham Towers wil! 
be able to supply the total of col- 
lections and before it will be known 
whether the $1.70. per $100 was 
sufficient to meet the budget. There 
fore it can not. be known until he 
completes his tabulations whether 
$1.70 will be a high enough tax 
rate for the 1927 budget. Maj. 
Donovan thinks it will be. He is 
not sure. 

As for the 1928 budget, there 
will be an increaged valyation of 
property upon which the tax rate 
will operate, so that the rate of 
$1.70 will produce more revenus 
that year than it now produces. 
More revenue will be needed, espe- 
pointed.
